of CIC investigation show that subject has an unsavory past, has long been con- 
sidered to be undesirable for employment, and has been warned br CIC concerning 
his claimed Czech (or Soviet) intelligence contacte. Further, the later report, 
which makes no reference to the earlier one, appears to base its conclusions 
largely on the signed personal history statement taken from subject himself, 
tdiilo the report containing the derogatory inf emotion mo an investigative 
report} and although the raora recent of tho two reports appears to be largely 
ti restatement of the i-HS attached to it, it is tho more favorable report, as 
well as -the one which includes filial recoameartetiona (closing of the ce joJ . 



3« Comparison of both CIC reports with information obtained from Cli r;K 
shows that ca-ae up vdth derogatory information which corresponds with 

that reported by CIC -(MGSA-4745). In addition, (br^ Franti (HQLA-7854, 
paragraph 4) reported to ilt’Fill that subject had stated he intended to "clear 
himself" with CIC on the soore of Soviet or Czech intelligence contacts (i.e., 
to go on record as being anti-Soviet by the mere fact of reporting tp CIC that 
ho had boon approached with offers of jobs on behalf of .Soviet intelligence).
